A mob of 1,500 strike sympathizers invaded 
the Grand Trunk railroad yards and stormed 
a freight train which was being switched. 


Mob Sets Fire to Car. 

The mob, in which there were many wom-~- 
en—a fact which made police handling more 
difficult—overtook the train at Harris street 
and applied a toreh to the rear car. While 
some blocked the tracks others plied the 
flames, until the engineer was forced to 
abandon the burning car, uncouple and run 
for safety. 

The news of the rioting and fire was tele- 
phoned to the police and fire departments 
and a chemical fire engine and company and 
a-battalion of police responded. The engine 
put out the fire in the half burned car, while 
the police drove back the mob. 

But police efforts to dispel the gathering 
were unsuccessful‘ During the excitement 
several shots were fired. A bullet pierced 
the hat of Ceci] Cooper, a Grand Trunk 
ralilrogd detective, and a pneumatic tire of a 
bicycle which Capt. John Wentland of No. 
8 hose company rode to the fire, was struck 
bg another bullet.

Orders Militia to Be Ready, 


Gov. Marshall has ordered four companies 
of militia to be ready to depart for South 
Bend on an hour’s notice. The companies, 
all of the-first battalion of the Third regi- 
ment, aye located at South Bend. Plymouth, 
Bikhart, and Warsaw. They are being held 
under arms awaiting the summons of Brig. 
Gen. McKee. The question of calling out 
the troopg will be considered by the mayor

Mayor Goetz openly accused the railroad 
officials of wanting to have the troops called 
out in order to create sympathy fer the rail- 
road. 

Sheriff Millard Kerr took a similar view 
of the repeated requests by railroad officials 
for the calling out of the miltia. 

Train schedules were diserranged by per- 
suasive methods as well as strong arm 
tactics, Several members of train crews 
were induced by.the strikers to desert their 
trains at the station. Subsequently a collec- 
tion was taken up in the crowd to send the 
deserters back to their homes to await the 
settlement of the strike. 

Property Loss $13,000. 

A casting up of the property damege done 
up to tonight shows that two cabooses and 
ten box cars have been burned, the estimated 
loss to the railroad being $18,000. 

John Peck, the switchman who shot L A. 
Freel, a striking car repairer, was hurried 
to Laporte this morning. Before the journey 
Peck made a statement to the police fn which 
he declared he had not intended to harm any 
one, although the mob attacked the car in 
which were himself and two companions.

THE HEAD OF THE MINE BUREAU. 

Mr. George Otis Smith is director of 
the United States gbological survey. Mr. 
Smith has been temporary head of the 
‘newly created bureau of mines. Now that 
a permanent head is to be appointed, he 
has bestirred himself actively in the inter- 
est of Mr. E. W. Parker as against that 
of Dr. Joseph A. Holmes. Mr. Smith has 
sent out letters and telegrams asking in- 
fluence for Mr. Parker. 

It is fair to assume, therefore, that Mr. 
Parker is Mr. Smith's idea of the man for 
the place. Perhaps he is. We do not 
know Mr. Parker, but we know Mr. Smith. 

He possesses the ardent approval of Mr.

And he illustrated fully 
throughout his testimony the Ballinger at- 
titude toward private interest when com- 
plicated with publie consideration. More 
obviously than Mr. Ballinger, he repre- 
sents the type of honest, narrow individ- 
udlist who has no conception of, much 
less sympathy for, the social truths that 
underlie and inspire the conservation 
movement, of which the new bureau of 
mines is an expression. Mr. Smith bad no 
snch ambiguities to explain as Mr. Bal- 
linger had.

Holmes or some one not of the Smith 
stamp should be given the place.

They 
understand fully that such a man probably 
would prove more injurious to ends aimed 
at than were the narrowest of bureaucrats, 
But they feel they have a right to ask 
that the initiative and formative period of 
the bureau’s activities be presided over by 
a broadiy- competent head, in thorough 
sympathy with all that the bureau was 
created to achieve. 

As to such a man, Mr. Smith’s advice, 
however well meant it may be, is the re- 
verse of valuable.

The first instance of the kind is recorded 
to have taken place in 1222, when thapirth 
of a black calf was followed by the ruin of 
the owner of Chartley hall of the day.

The 
peasantry of the district, some of whose 
families had kept their holdings for hundreds 
of years, shook their heads ominously, pre- 
dicting fresh disasters for the master of 
Chartley hall. Their prognostications were 
fulfilled. He wes overteken by financial 
troubles, which forced him to sell both his 
ancestral home and the famous herd of cat- 
tle, which was purchased by the duke of 


Abbey estate.

The present Lord Ferrers is a childless 
widower and the next heir is Walter Shir- 
ley, @ son of the late bishop of Sodor and 
Man, who ie obliged’ to go back to the first 
earl, from whose fourth son, Lawrence, he 
is descended, in order to establish his rela- 
tionship, Walter Shirley is' a rich man, 
thanks to his wife, who is a daughter and 
‘heiress of the late Robert Moon. He can 
boast the same descent as the first president 
of the United States. 

The first Earl Ferrers married Elizabeth 
Washington, only child and heiress of Law- 
rence Washington. Lawrence’s elder broth- 
er, Robert Washington, weal lord of the 
manor of Sulgrave, from whom George 
Washington, the first president of the United 
States, is Uneally and in the male line de- 

scended. 

It is Ukewise worthy of note that a connec- 
tion of the fourth ri Ferrers, who was 
hanged for murder, and a namesake of the 
future’ Earl Ferrers, Walter Shirley, was 
colonial governor of Massachusetts and com- 
mander-n-chief of the British forces in 
America at the time of the commencement 
of those troubles between the American col- 
onies and the mother country which -cul- 
minated in the revolution eu in the Declara- 
tion of Independence, 

The Ferrers peerage cum into the Shirley 
family through the marriage of Sir Henry 
Shiviey of Chartle park to Lady Dorothy 
Devereux, younger daughter of Queen Elisa - 
beth's favorite, Robert Devereux, ear! of s- 
sex, who was likewise Lord Ferrers. On 
the death of Lord Essex his barony of Fer- 
rers fell into abeyance, from whence it was 
called by Charles II., in favor of Sir Robert 
Shirley of Chaftiey ‘park, grandson of the 
Lady Dorothy Devereux above mentioned. 
Subsequently King Charles advanced him 
to the dignities of Viscount Tamworth and 
Earl Ferrers, 

It is unnecessary to recall here thé de- 
scription of the crimes of the fourth earl) 
who, after trial by his peers in the house of 
lords in 1760 and sentence to death, drove 
to the gallows at Tyburn, where the Marble 
arch now stands, in London, in his state 
coach and six, the carriage ell gilded and 
garlanded, that was otherwise used at court 
functions, at cofonations, and for the open- 
ing of partiament. 

This particular earl was separated from his 
wife, and as she refused to hold any com- 
munication with him after his arrest and 
trial he cursed her on the scaffold and pre- 
dicted for her a terrible death by fire. After 
‘his execution she married Lord Frederick 
Campbell, brother of the then duke of Argyl), 
and lived for nearly fifty years subsequently. 

But she always was haunted by the ter- 
rible curse of her first husband, and her 
fears increased. with age, so much 80 that 
she caused a suite of fireproof rooms to 
be specially constructed for her, at a con- 
siderable expense, at her house of Coombe 
Bank. Despite these precautions, she was 
burned to death in her bed, having fallen 
asleep while reading, the hangings of her 
bed catching fire from the lamp at her bed- 
wide, This took place just.a hundred years 
ago. .

HORSES AND HOT WEATHER. 

Chicago, July 25.—[{ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
Please give publicity to the following in- 
formation, which is of benefit to all those 
who are interested in the welfare of the horse 
during the extreme warm weather; 

The second day of a hot spell fatigues 
horses much, The third day always pro- 
duces some héat prostrations or sunstrokes, 
and each successive day produces more in a 
greatly increased ratio. The fatigue of the 
second day increases until the horse goes 
down in complete prostration, soon becoming 
insensible and dying in an hour or two unless 
he receives prompt relief. 

The first symptom of heat prostration is 
panting. This is uftually accomplished by 
profuse sweating, dilation of the nostrils, 
hanging of the head, drooping ears, slowing 
up, loss of animation, bloodshot eyes. If the 
horse is pushed along he ceases to perspire, 
staggers, goes Gown, and soon becomes in- 


Prevention: Don't overfeed. It is gener- 
ally believed that horses which die from sun- 
stroke are suffering from indigestion. Cer- 
tain it is that there are many cases of colic 
from indigestion in hot weather, aha the 
probabilities are that the stomach is out of 
order in a case of prostration. To keep this 
organ in good order the best of hay and oats 
should be used and a double handful of dry | « 
bran should be mixed with each feed of oats.

Done to Aid Stock Gamblers. 

“These increases were not made for the 
protection of any legitimate manufacturing 
enterprises in the United States, but to boom 
the stock market. Last year there were 
issued 390,000, 000 additional cotten and 
woolén stocks, $64,000,000 thet hach been 
previously authorizéd but not issued, and 
$26,000,000 of new stocks 

How much of this stock represented 
actual investment I am not advised, but 
under the impression that these increased 
duties on cotton goods and the maintenance 
of the excessive duty on woolen would give 
at least a temporary impetus to the busi- 
ness, these stocks found a market. So these 
increases, therefore, driven through by Mr. 
Aldrich, were in the interests of the stock 
gamblers and speculators, and not in the 
interests of legitimate manufacturing enter- 
prises, 


Manufacturers Asked No Increases. 


The duty on cotton goods valued at more 
than 7 cents a square yard was increased 
on an average of 20 to 26 per cent in the 
face of the testimony before the waye and 
means committee of H. P. Lippitt, repre- 
sentative of the Cotton Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation of New England, that the cotton 
manufacturers did not want any increased 
echedule. All they asked was that the duties 
be not reduced, but remain the same.

New York, July 256.—[{Special.}—The note 
of jhe swan song seemed to many in Well 
street today to be in the bundle of opinions 
of George Westinghouse that came from his 
summer home in Lenox. It has been known 
for some time that he expects to withdraw 
without opposition from the presidency of 
the Westinghouse Hlectric and Merufactur- 
ing company. The annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the com will be held 
on Wednesday, and it ie th t Westing- 
house will be replaced at the first meeting 
of the directors after this. 

After the reorganization of the company 
Robert Mather, president of the Rock Island 
company, was made chairman of the board. 
Most of the management is intrusted to 
Mather. The president believed in a. policy of 
expansion, and from time to time he criti- 
cized the attitude and dings of his asso- 
clates. He was chafing under the secondary 
position in which he found himself. Sothere 
was little surprise when it became known 
that Westinghouse was not soliciting proxijed 
for reélection. He belongs to the class of 
directors who serve until 1912, and for that 
reason he still will remain a member of 
the board. 


Herr Probable Successor. 
There has naiderahle conjecture in 
regard to his shocessor as president. The 


candidate who appears most frequently men- 
tioned is B. M. Herr, vice president. 
Westinghouse sent word from Lenox that 
last January he had been granted a vacation 
until Aug. 1, and for that reason he would 
not be present at the stockholders’ meeting. 
He hae been asked in what respects he and 
Mather differed on matters touching the 
company's interests. He replied: 

“I believe no one will deny that as a 
resuk of my efforts, splendidly seconded by 
creditors and stockholders, the company wag, 
on the discharge of receivers, placed in a 
sound financial position, with ample cash re- 
serve to care for the large and profitable busi- 
ness.

Manufacturers of lard substitutes doing an 
interstate business, must submit their product 
to the inspection of the department of agri- 
culture, according to an opinion rendered to- 
day by the attorney general. The secretary

Schwabacher, “and Siberian frozen meats, 
butter, and eggs are becoming staple 
products in the leading markets. Vege- 
table substitutes for lard are increasingly 
popular, and much of the demand for lard 
and meats has been killed by high prices, and 
it will not come back. The Dutch are mak- 
ing a product of cocoa oll, cocoa butter, and 
soja beans which fs proving acceptable as 
a substitute for lard and is selling in large 


quantities. 


“Giberia is being colonized rapidly by 
Swedes, English, and Germans, who are es- 
tablishing many packing concerns, and 
the products of these are already finding their 
way in large quantities in European mar- 
kets. 

“Crops generally are excellent throngh- 
out Europe, although in England and France
